os and less of tractors. Instead of spend- 
mcr money for cra.<*>line. he said "It would 
he wrll to nse the grain at home. It will 
make, a bctvr marke'. for the surplus if 
this plan is followed ont-" We do not 
think that poorer advice was ever gircn 
the Ameriean farmer than this. To cast 
aside the tractor in favor of the horse 
•wonld be to reduce production and in- 
crease consumption. It might appear to 
the farmer at the moment that this -would 
l>e a sound economic policy, but it is not 
true. The slump in the prices of agricul- 
tural products is not due to overproduc- 
tion. The world demand today far ex- 
ceeds the supply. The trouble lies in the 
fact that world markets, because of credit 
conditions, are not available te the Ameri- 
can farmer. But this is only a temporary 
condition. Congress is trying to legislate 
to surmount this obstacle through a reviv- 
al of the "War Finance corporation. This 
action will probably not secure the results 
sought, but in due course of time other ac- 
tion will reach the problem. 


To go back to the horse and the trac-* 


tor. The census returns of 1920 show 
^hat for the first time in the history of the 
United States urban population exceeds 
rural population, by approximately 3.- 
000.000. This does not mean, of course. 
that less than half the people of this coun- 
try are engaged in what may be termed 
the primary productive enterprises. Mil- 
lions of persons in the aggregate who live 
in small towns and were classed as urban 
population are engaged in fanning, gar- 
dening and other food producing occupa- 
tions. Nevertheless, the fast remains that 
the movement is one which necessitates 
increased production from the farm to 
take care of the consuming class. No use 
of the imagination is required to under- 
stand what food conditions in the United 
States would be today were it not for the 
invention and use of farm machinery. 
3'roduetkm of adequate food supplies has 
only been possible through the modern 
reaper, thresher, planter, mower and many 
«ither mechanical agencies employed on the 
farm. They hare helped, moreover, to re- 
duce farm costs and to create that surplus 
which is absolutely indispensable to tfie 
food requirements of the world and the 
prosperity of thr farmer himself. The 
tractor is another step in advance and will 
eventually occupy the same place in agri- 
cultural economies and efficiency as the 
thresher and reaper. Every year we shall 
Sfc farming done more and more by ma- 
chinery and less by hand. It, is th^ only 
way 'that production can kcop pac<- with 
Consumption.

PERPETUATING HUM TING AS 


A SPOET 


The passage of the migratory-bird treaty 


act, it is estimated, has resulted in a total 
return, in actual food value to the ruintcrs 
of the United States, of more than ?:?0.- 
000.000. State officials have notified the 
biological survey of the department of 
agriculture that in Minnesota alone hunt- 
ers report 2.058,400 ducks killed in 
1919. As each of these birds may be con- 
sidered to have a food value of at least 
fifty cents, the total return from them in 
food to this one state was more than ?!.- 
000.000. If it had been possible to sell 
these birds, they would have brought a 
much larger amount. The great value of 
game to the country is thus made evident. 


That the passage and enforcement of 


the law preventing spring shooting and 
marketing of migratory game birds is now 
producing excellent results is thoroughly 
established. Without such restrictions 
game birds not only would be greatly re- 
duced in numbers but in many instances 
would be brought near extinction. The bio- 
logical survey, which is charged with the 
enforcement of the federal law and regu- 
lations protecting migratory birds, is re- 
ceiving reports from all sections of the 
country showing that with, the protection 
now enjoyed by the birds their numbers 
are increasing each year, and that they are 
returning in spring to numerous breeding 
grounds which they have deserted for sev- 
eral years. 


In addition to the food valoe of the 


game thus assured by continued protec- 
teetion, the restrictions on shooting made 
by tie law tend to perpetuate hunting as 
a sport. This has a recreational value 
through outdoor pursuit in building up 
the physical health and strength of the 
more than 7.000.000 hunters in the Unit- 
ed States "who go ou.1 with guns every fall.

The reputable, skilled X-ray 
technician equipped with the very best apparatus 
nt present available, can detect gall-stones in only 
45 to 50 per cent of all cases in which they are 
actually present, so that tho best available X-ray 
examination offers a fifty-fifty chance of clinching 
a diagnosis. Anyone who seeks an X-ray examina- 
tion for any condition without the advice of his 
physician is Just a plain spendthrift. It is incom- 
prehensible to me that people should be so thrift- 
less, yet every little while some reader mails me a 
bundle of X-ray negatives of "my case," evidently 
with tho expectation that the "wonderful X-ray" 
will so illuminate the problem that a mere glance at 
the, to me, meaningless daubs will show what is 
the matter.
